Depoſition of the ſaid Mr. PHILIP STAMMA, Sc. 


DHILIP STAMMA, of the Pariſh of St. Martins in the Fields in the County 

of Middleſex, Gentleman, depoſeth as follows, This Deponent ſays, That on or 
about the tenth of May laſt, Fo/eph.Coja, an Ambaſſor from Tunis, did Import hither 
two Thouſand Pounds Weight of Tea, and about one Thouſand eight Hundred Pounds 
Weight of Coffee; which as prohibited Goods were ſeized at the Cuſtom-Houſe. That, 
co his Knowledge, the ſaid Zo/eph Coja not only employed ſeveral Perſons to ſollicit, but 
alſo ſollicited himſelf in Perſon, for the Space of ſeven Months or thereabouts, the De- 


livery of the ſaid Coffee and Tea, to no Effet; having received of all ſuch Perſons, 


unto whom he had applied, a peremptory Anſwer, That it was unpracticable, that 
the Affair could not be done, and that therefore he would deſiſt ſolliciting any longer. 
That about a Month after, the ſaid Fo/eph Coja deſpairing ever to obtain the ſaid Goods, 
he employed this Deponent to get a Letter written to a certain Few in Holland, his 
Correſpondent, to know what the Loſs might be on the Exporting of the ſaid Goods 
back to Holland. That before he could have an Anſwer to the ſaid Letter, this De- 
ponent came to Mr. Michael Powers, deſiring he would undertake to ſollicit the ſaid Af- 
fair. That the ſaid Mr. Powers went next Day with this Deponent to the Ambaſſador, 
who gave the ſaid Powers Orders, and a full Power to act in ſolliciting the ſaid Buſi- 
_ neſs on his Behalf. That the ſaid Fo/epb Coja, Ambaſſador, did voluntarily, and of his 

- own accord, promiſe him, the ſaid Michael Powers, two Arabian Horſes, one Bay, and 


the other one Black, with the Sum of fixty Pounds; and further promiſed the ſaid 


Mr. Powers two Hundred Guineas in lieu of the Horſes, if he thought well thereof ; 
Swearing to him by Mahomet and the Divorce of his Wife, that be would be as good 
as hie Word. And the ſaid Philip Starme further depoſerh, that he was preſent at 
every Converſation that happened between the ſaid Powers and the ſaid Coja; and that 
neither the Name of Mr. Walpole, or of any other Perſon whatſoever, was ever men- 
tioned with reſpect to the Horſes in Queſtion; but, on the contrary, that the Horſes 


were ever from the Beginning intended for the ſole Uſe of Mr. Powers. That after 
the Delivery of the Goods out of the 2 to the ſaid Foſeph Coja, he was ſo 
50 es, that he willingly ſent his Secretary with | 

the ſaid Powers, to the Landlord who had the keeping of ſuch Horſes, with Orders to 
deliver the fame into the actual Poſſeſſion of the ſaid Mr. Powers; declaring his utmoſt | 
Satisfaction and Acknowledgment, for the Services he had received, through the Sol- 

liciting and Induſtry of the ſaid Mr. Powers. And that from the Time that the ſaid * 
Mr. Powers undertook ſo to ſollicit, that no other Perſon whatſoever was employed 
or concerned therein but him alone.

IN Confaderation of certain Services done and perform'd, in ſun FA 
Affairs of Conſequence, on the Behalf of his Excellency, Joſeph Coja, Am- 
baſſador from Tunis, I do hereby acknowledge to have received, by Orders of 


bis ſaid Excellency, tuo Arabian Horſes, which with the Performance of 


the remaining Part of the Agreement, made between us in the Preſence of 


Mr. * Stamma, ſhall be a full Diſcharge.
